To do that 
he said, was to be deceived by the 
propaganda of the enemy The gov-

“We are now in this war,” he 
said, “We are all in it—all the way. 
Every single man, woman and 
child is a partner in the most tre- 
mendous undertaking of our Am- 
erican history.

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Diversion Tactics 


The war in the Pacific area is a war 
of diversion. The immediate purpose of 
Japan was to interrupt the flow of 
United States munitions te Britain, 
Russia and China. 

Diversion tactics were also used in 
planning the campaign. Simultaneous 
attacks were made on a dozen or more 
insular and coastal possessions of the 
United States, Britain and the Nether- 
lands East Indies. The hope obviously 
was that the American, British and 
Dutch forces would be split into frag- 
ments, scurrying about the vast ex- 
panses of the Pacific to deal with these 
raiding parties in detail. 

Already there is evidence that the 
plot failed in its main objective. By 
stepping up production to a seven-day 
basis the United States can take care 
of its own needs without reducing the 
volume of supplies going to its allies. 

The tactical manoeuvre may fare no 
better. The place to hit Japan is in 
Japan, not in remote corners of the 
ocean. The vital spot of the octopus 
is the head, not the tentacles. The allied 
commanders know this quite well, and 
are not at all likely to scatter their 
ships and planes all over the Pacific 
just because Japan wants them to. 

We may expect for a time little news 
except reports of Japanese raids hither 
and yon, aggravating, damaging, and 
disastrous to the communities attacked. 
but not ultimately decisive. In due 
course we shall hear news of another 
kind, and Tokyo will not be doing the 
broadcasting. 


Where From Moscow? 


A spokesman at Berlin says the high 
command has given up hope of captur- 
ing Moscow this winter, and will have 
to leave that job over until spring. The 
weather, he explains, is quite too cold 
for the blitzkrieg type of war; the 
lubricating oil gets hard and the tanks 
and trucks stall. 

That the Russians had anything to 
do with the decision to postpone opera- 
ns is not suggested, for obvious rea- 
sons. To. admit the fact would be a 
curious commentary on the announce- 
ment of a month ago that Moscow 
could be taken any time, the Russians 
were beaten, and only mopping up re- 
mained to be done. 

Any statement from Berlin must of 
course to taken as possibly intended 
to deceive. But as the Russians are not 
likely to ease up because Berlin sug- 
gests a recess, this one may be true. 
The rout at Rostov was a staggering 
blow, which the Red army has followed 
up by disorganizing jolts to other sec- 
tions of the invaders’ line. It is believ- 
able that Berlin would prefer to dig in 
for the winter on 


~ 


the eastern front— 
and turn its attention elsewhere. 

That a lull in the east would be 
followed by a drive somewhere else is 
almost inevitable. Hitler dare not call 
a halt all around, if wanted to. That 
would give the army time to count its 
losses and German civilians time to size 
up the results of two years of hard 
work and short rations. Whether he 
attempts the long-heralded invasion of 
Britain, tries a drive on Egypt, or lends 
Japan a hand by striking at the United 
States from Dakar and other Vichy 
bases, the Fuehrer is bound to 
something to divert home at- 
tention from the signal defeat he has 
Sustained in Russia.

The Enemy Is At The Door 


With radios off the air, Siena | 
in our coast cities, and the mayor of 
one of those cities saying enemy forces 
are approaching the shores of British 
Columbia, no person in this part of Can- | 
ada needs to be told the war is no long- 
er remote from us, but has spread to 
our western gateways. 

This is no time for panic, for ima- 
gining improbabilities or spreading 
alarmist rumors.

Our defence forces are and will be 
at their stations, reinforced and re- 
doubled to meet the new situation.

Signals should be 
arranged for, fire - fighting forces 
strengthened, police forces enlarged, 
and all other practicable precautions 
taken against sudden and merciless 
bombing attacks. In the event these 
precautions may not be needed, but if 
they are needed they will be needed 
badly. 

There ought to be a veritable rush 
of men to fill up the ranks of the 
fighting forces. The new situation has 
blurred the line of demarcation  be- 
tween home defence and service outside 
Canada. It may be that the place to | 
defend Canada will be on the other side 
of the Pacific. So be it. Where they 
can strike the enemy hardest is where 
our defence troops will have to be sent. 

Action is needed on the industrial 
front also. Men who see an opportun- 
ity to change from present employment 
into something more vital should not 
wait for official directions. The war is 
at our door. The things that count in 
war are the things we must produce in 
maximum quantities. Other things lit- 
erally do not matter in the circum- 
stances of today.

The Russian Pacific base of Viadivos- 
tok is said to be packed with heavy long 
range bombers. Industrial Japan is less 
than 800 miles away. 

What is holding the Russians back? 

It has been said that the Russians do 
not wish to provoke a Japanese attack on 
their eastern front where Japan already 
has a large body of troops, numbering, 
perhaps, half a million. 

It is also conjectured that Russia may 
have robbed her own eastern borders of 
troops to throw jnto the defense of Mos- 
cow 

But all this is hardly a valid argument 
because, although Japan may have tre- 
mendous forces along the Siberian fron- 
tier, it is highly unlikely that any of them 
could operate effectively in severe winter 
weather. 

The Jap, like other simians, such as 
monkeys and the smaller apes, are highly 
susceptible to pulmonary ailments in in- 
clement weather, They cannot stand the 
cold. 

Early in the Chinese campaign they 
sent thousands of their soldiers into the 
northern Japanese mountains to become 
acclimatized, Fifty per cent of these tough, 
bad fellows died of pneumonin and tuber- 
culosis, 

They may have some seasoned troops 
on the Siberian border. Ninety per cent 
of their fighting men could not take it. 

Collaboration 

Russia should, therefore, play an im- 
portant role in the Pacific war, not only 
in fulfilment of her moral obligations, but 
for her own sake. 

A victorious Japan could, next spring, 
drive in from the East and aid Hitler in 
wiping Russia completely out. 

Even before this conflict started, it was 
conjectured that Russo-American collab- 
oration could speedily cook Japan’s goose.

But what we know, to date, of Russia’s 
collaboration with Britain does not raise 
great hopes of effective Russo-American 
collaboration in the Pacific, 

This writer, on several occasions, has 
called attention to the Russian unwilling- 
ness to accept British military aid in re- 
sisting German assaults on the Caucasian 
oil fields, 

Stalin clamors for British and Amer- 
ican tanks, planes and munitions. But he 
does not want British and American troops 
fighting on Russian soil. More than that, 
he keeps troops on the Iranian side of the 
Russian border rather than permit British 
troops to come that close to Russia. 

As a matter of fact, Russian collabora- 
tion with Britain is so limited that Stalin 
did not inform the British In advance of 
his counter-offensive in the Rostov area. 
Despite the British offensive in Libya, all 
that Russia bothered to pass on to Britain 
was another request that Britain wage war 
on Finland. 


Suspicion 


The Russians have never indicated to 
the United States, so far as is known, how 
many troops they still retain in the mari- 


time provinces or just how many bombers 
they keep at Vladivostok for potential use 
against Japanese munition factories and 
population centres less than 800 miles 
away. 

The Russians have not yet admitted 
American military observers to their war 
front in spite of generous American aid “0 
Russia. 

This is an attitude readily comprehend- 
ed by those acquainted with traditional 
Soviet suspicion of bourgeois governments 
and Soviet national pride. 

But it obviously does not make for the 
most effective joint resistance by all coun- 
tries fighting the Axis. 

Certainly, if persisted in, it will handi- 
cap the effort to repulse and crush the 
Japanese. 

The new situation may effect a change 
in the Russian attitude, particularly since 
Hitler has indiceted a cessation of efforts 
to capture Moscow this winter. 

If that attitude does not change, not 
only will the Pacific war be prolonged, 
but the Russians will lay themselves open 
to an unpleasant charge of gross in- 
gratitude. 


Scores Method Of American Press 


Accuses Papers of “Irresponsibil- + 


ity” and Demagoguery in 
Recent Attacks

Sometimes the demagoguery and the 
sheer lack of responsibility of some parts 
of the American press make one ashamed 
of the profession of journalism. 

The Chicago Tribune, perhaps in order

in 1943.

This, of course, was played up by the 
Chicago Tribune as part of its campaign 
that the President was dragging us into 


the war for no reasonable purpose. The 
story struck at the very moment when the 
President was seeking to stiffen Turkey 
against the Nazis who, repulsed in Rostov, 
may seek through Turkey another means 
of access to the Caucasian oil fields. It 
struck at the very moment when our re- 
lations with Japan hung in precarious 
balance. 

With the utmost frivolity the Chicago 
Tribune attempts to undo the President’s 
diplomacy without the slightest responsi- 
bility for the results. After publishing— 
without permission—a letter of the Presi- 
dent’s obtained by no one knows what 
shenanigans, the attitude of the Chicago 
Tribune jis that a free press has the right 
to print the news. 


Distorting News 


No one has ever challenged that right, 
but the Chicago Tribune is not primarily 
engaged in printing news, a great deal of 
which it systematically suppresses and 
distorts, but in paralyzing the nation and 
defeating the foreign policy of the Presi- 
dent of the United States in a moment of 
gtave and extreme emergency. 

The purloined letter was published as 
part of the campaign. Since we were not

The President of the United States was 
attempting a terribly difficult thing. He 
was attempting to defeat America’s ene- 
mies, and the world’s enemies, by Ameri- 
ca’s naval power and machine power, and 
keep for us greater elasticity of diplomatic 
position by avoiding formal declaration of 
war. 

The power and effectiveness of every 
move of the government depends abroad 
upon the solidarity shown at home. The 
immense man-power of the Old World, 
fighting in Russia, in the Middle East, in 
China, and in the revolutionary move- 
ments in Europe—the fighting man-power 
that is our only assurance of security, 
whether in Europe or this hemisphere—is 
supported in spirit by confidence in Am- 
erica, and in the physical world by reli- 
ance upon our productive power. 

Neither Russia nor Britain nor China 
are asking for man-power, nor ever will 
ask for it as long as they themselves have 
more men than they have machines and 
can maintain a front. They are asking for 
hors€power in the form of engines. And, as 
it happens, horsepower in the form of 
units of machine energy, is more econom- 
ica] of shipping space than men. 


Break World’s Heart 


An absolutely solid, totally productive, 
freely disciplined America can defeat the 
Axis. 

But a disunited, haltingly productive, 
and internally squabbling America can- 
not do anything except break the world’s 
heart and the world’s morale. 

The opponents of the President are 
saying that Hitler can’t de defeated with- 
out five million Americans. The more 
likely truth is that he can only win with 
the aid of five million hysterical oppon- 
ents of the President, here at home. 

If the Chicago Tribune had access to 
all confidential documents it would find, 
no doubt, that plans exist for defeating by 
this means or that every other nation in 
the world. The business of a war college is 
to lay plans and strategies for every con- 
ceivable emergency. The emergency it 
cannot plan for is the emergency of 
border-line treason at home.
